The fact that she took a 
trunk filled with Jewelry and other 
valuables indicates that she was pro- 
pared for an emergency. 
It ii reported that Archduke Leopold 
Ferdinand has written 
to 
Emperor 
Francis Joseph renouncing his rank 
and dignities as a member of the Im­ 
perial house, and saying he will be­ 
come a civil subject. The whole of the 
archduke’s career is redolent with scan­ 
dal, dating from the time when he 
started to accompany the heir to the 
throne on a tour of the world. 
He 
only got so far as Colombo, where he 
was obliged to leave the ship on ac­ 
count of his scandalous behavior. The 
archduke since has been mixed up in 
a r.umber of affairs and was confined 
for some months in an asylum.

and rushing all over the place, ami I 
was Just In time to see a white mass 
disappear down the river bank. It ap­ 
pears a porter had loft his tent when 
he saw not ten yards away a big lion. 
He rushed back within the ''boma 
shouting “Simba P* This awakened the 
rest of the camp, and no soouer had he 
done so than the beast sprang upon 
his tent, under which wen- six other 
jvorters sleeping, and as he tore this 
out of the ground they rushed from 
beneath, and away he went, tent In 
mouth, thinking, I have no doubt, of 
the succulent black feaat therein con­ 
tained. 
There was no more sleep for 
us that night on account of the noise 
and “Jabbering” of the porters. 
'Ne 
discovered the tent next morning torn 
to shreds two miles northwest of the 
camp in the direction of the Thlka 
river. 
We heard later on that a well known 
official who ie out here prospecting 
had a similar experience, but unfor­ 
tunately in Ills case lh'* porter was 
carried off inside the tent. He tracked 
the beast next morning for two miles 
Into some scrub, came up with him and 
shot him at twenty-five yards. 
Need­ 
less to say, there was very little left 
of the poor porter. 
, Shortly after this we received word 
from Fort Hall that there were nine 
lions near the swamp on which that 
camp was pit' heil. 
Two porters had 
been taken out of th*' same camp only 
fotir days previously by them. 
The 
following day. Aug. •">. acting on the 
advice from Fort Hall. it was decided 
to take fifty porters and lieut out this 
swamp, which is about four miles long.
